- From the peculiar; geological character’ of the 


country we have every reason to believe 
it topbe wealthy ‘iw all kinds of valuable 
minerals, but Seareely any prospecting has yet 
been done anywliere. From common report, 
and information géthered from men of geueral 
though not scientific intelligence, we are strongly 
inclined to think that we possess a very import- 
ant source of wealth, to which we do not re- 
member to, have geen any attention directed, 
we every mian who has gone to Cariboo 
must | acquainted with the fact,viz., that we 
have @ tract of bountry in central British Colum- 
‘bia covering thousands of square miles, rich in 
alkaline or mineral matters, | 
Southwardly from the Pavilion mountain stretch- 
es the Cascades in grand but wild and drear con-
